Sure, the 
many “Yogi-isms” he’s supposed to have 
uttered add a certain lovable luster to 
his public image, but there’s more to 
Lawrence Peter Berra, much more—and 
Yankee fans love him for all he’s done for 
their favorite team. 


COACHES 


DON ZIMMER 

Remember the Yankees’ pulsating 
playoff victory over the Red Sox back in 
1978? Don Zimmer certainly does, and 
not at all fondly because he happened to 
be managing the Red Sox at the time. 

Still, he’s willing to let bygones be 
bygones—enough so that he willingly 
accepted the Yankees’ offer to serve as 
coach starting this season. 

“If you can't beat ‘em, join ‘em,” 
Zimmer joked as he accepted the post, 
which followed a managerial stint with 
the Texas Rangers. 

Zimmer brings considerable coaching 
and managing experience to the Bronx. 
In addition to managing the Padres, Red 
Sox and the Rangers, he’s also served as a 
coach for the Expos, the Padres and the 
Red Sox, plus several seasons of manag- 
ing in the minors. 

A shortstop during his playing career, 
Zimmer spent 12 years in the majors, 
mostly with the Brooklyn-Los Angeles 
Dodgers. 


JEFF TORBORG 

You'll always see a smile on the face 
of this handsome, well-spoken Yankee 
coach, who is a former major league 
catcher and manager. 

Now serving as bullpen coach, 
Torborg enters his fifth season on the 
Yankee staff. In addition to his baseball 
acumen, he’s also the holder of a BA de- 
gree in education from Rutgers University 
and a master’s degree from Montclair 
State College. 

During his Dodger playing career, 
Torborg caught no-hitters tossed by Bill 
Singer and Hall of Famer Sandy Koufax. 
Later he caught a no-hitter thrown by 
Nolan Ryan (with the Angels). Torborg 
spent 10 seasons in the majors and was 
always highly regarded for his backstop 
abilities. 

A native of northern New Jersey, 
Torborg once hit .537 for Rutgers, setting 
an NCAA record that still stands. Now 41 
years old, Torborg still keeps himself in 
prime shape and takes his coaching role 
seriously. 

In all ways, Jeff Torborg is an asset to 
the Yankee coaching staff. 


ROY WHITE 
As much as anyone who's ever worn 
the pinstripes, Roy White bridges several 
distinct eras of Yankees history. First, he 
was scouted and signed in 1961, the 
height of the dynasty. Then, he played 
centerfield in his smooth, distinguished 
Style for the Yankees, from 1965 through 
the championship years of the late ‘70's. 
And now, of course, he’s back—this 
time as a coach—and the likable, silken- 
voiced gentleman who wore jersey No. 6 
So well for so long couldn't be happier. 
“Just as | felt 1979 was the right time 
to leave the Yankees, | feel this is the right 
time to be coming back,” he says. For the 
past three seasons, he had continued his 
playing career with the Yorimuri Giants of 
Tokyo, where he became one of the 
most popular Americans in Japanese pro 
baseball. “I’m looking forward to wear- 
ing those pinstripes again,” says Roy. 
And all Yankee fans—dating back 
to White’s years as a coolly efficient 
performer—welcome him back. 


ART FOWLER 

Billy Martin has said “you couldn’t 
pay Art Fowler enough to leave me.” 
That’s how much the Yankee manager 
respects and appreciates Fowler's loyalty. 
Art has worked for Martin in Minnesota, 
Detroit, Texas and Oakland before re- 
turning to the Yankees for a second time. 
Itis interesting to note that Ron Guidry 
enjoyed his two best seasons while 
Fowler was the Yankees pitching coach 
in 1977-78. Art pitched until he was 48 
years old and saw service with 12 differ- 
ent minor league teams. He won 205 
games in his minor league career. Fowler 
also pitched in 57 games for the Califor- 
nia Angels in 1963 at the age of 41. He 
Started his pro career in 1944 with Bristol 
(Tenn.) of the Appalachian League. 
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captain n.—one at the head or in command; a chief; 
a leader. Graig Nettles has the awesome responsibility of 
being the captain of the most recognized and successful 
team in sports. No team, in any sport, is as rich as the 
Yankees in pride and tradition. The man chosen to lead 
the Yankees of today must exemplify those attributes, 
and in Graig there is no question. He is only the sixth 
man in the 80 year history of the Yankees to be so hon- 
ored. Veteran Yankees, as well as rookies see in this star 
of 16 major league campaigns, a quick witted, family 
man, with a powerful bat and magical glove. 

Defensively, pinstripe partisans have been treated to 
Graig’s artistry for the past ten seasons. He combines 
hard work, instinct, and intelligence in a formula that has 
made him one of the best third sackers in the history of 
the game. Offensively, he moved closer to the top on 
three All-Time Yankees lists: 6th in homeruns (behind 
Ruth, Mantle, Gehrig, DiMaggio, and Berra), with 230; 
11th in RBI with 759; and tied with Hank Bauer for 16th 
with 1406 games played. Additionally, this native of San 
Diego, CA owns the American League record for most 
homeruns hit by a third baseman with 300. 

Graig Nettles is the senior member of an experienced 
Yankees team laced with fine young prospects. On the 
field, he anchors the defense. At bat he strikes fear in the 
hearts of opposing pitchers. A star as a person and be- 
tween the chalk lines, the Yankees realize how valuable 
Graig Nettles is. His combination of talent and profes- 
sionalism blend well in a mix that will surely result in an- 
other Yankees championship. 


WR y/ Watch Sweet Lou take batting practice: he’s like a 


pitching machine operating in reverse. Line-drive bullets 
explode from his bat, veering off in every direction. And 
with each “Crack!” Piniella, the Hitting Professional, 
knows he’s doing what he does best. 

“| think | work harder at batting than most people,” 
says this prideful Yankee who now carries the title of bat- 
ting instructor. “I've always watched my hitting stroke 
carefully because hitting has never been easy for 
anybody.” 

Now as he approaches 40, the sometimes fiery, some- 
times patient Piniella looks forward to his new role. 

“I still enjoy playing very much,” says this elder states- 
man. “I'm glad | didn’t retire a few years ago because 
I'm playing for a team and for a city | really enjoy play- 
ing for.” 

The feeling is mutual, Lou. 
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JERRY MUMPHREY 


Jerry's hallmark—a quiet consistency that goes unno- 
ticed until you check the box score—led him to another 
300 year in ‘82. Plus, his outfield play improved notice- 
ably throughout the season as he flagged many an 
extra-base hit in Death Valley. 

The all-around skills of this 6-2, 185-pound native of 
Tyler, Texas should never be overlooked, even though 
Mumphrey isn’t the flashy type. 

“1 don't hit for a lot of power,” he says, “and you won't 
catch me going for the fences. But | get my base hits.” In- 
deed, Mumphrey’s 143 hits last season placed him third 
only to Dave Winfield and Willie Randolph for the team 
lead in that department. 

Last season, September was especially productive 
for Jerry, who averaged around the .370 mark for the 
month. That hot streak boosted his RBI total to 63, not 
bad for someone who missed nearly two months of the 
campaign with a fractured thumb. 

No, unobtrusive Jerry may not be a superstar like Dave 
Winfield, but together, they have left and center fields 
locked up. And that's the way the Yankees like it. 


WILLIE RANDOLPH 


Tony Lazzeri, Billy Martin, Bobby Richardson and now 
Willie Randolph. The Yankees have always been known 
for their tradition of outstanding 2nd basemen and Willie 
Randolph is no exception. Upon his arrival in 1976, the 
Yankees found themselves in post-season play for the 
first time since 1964. As a matter of fact, the Yankees have 
failed to make the play-offs only twice since Willie’s first 
season here. 

Although you can’t credit a team’s success to only one 
of its members, Willie has truly been a mark of consist- 
ency over the last 7 seasons. In the midst of a disap- 
pointing 1982 season for the Yankees, the ever popular 
Randolph was a tower of strength. He finished the sea- 
son with a .288 batting average, the second highest of 
his career. He led the Yankees in games played (144) as 
well as in 4 offensive categories including hits (155) and 
walks (75). 

A native of the Brownsville section of Brooklyn (al- 
though born in South Carolina) Randolph is eagerly 
awaiting the 1983 season. A 4-time All-Star second base- 
man, Willie Randolph has always been known for his 
speed and base-stealing ability. It is very evident that 
Willie will fit right in Manager Billy Martin’s gameplan... 
hopefully right into the 1983 World Series. After all, that’s 
how Willie Randolph has become accustomed to spend- 
ing his Octobers. 
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RON GUIDRY 


Louisiana Lightnin’...or Gator. By whatever nickname, 
Ron Guidry ranks among the top lefthanders in baseball. 

A Yankee through and through, this 5-11, 175 pounder 
Slightly altered his pitching style last season, adding a 
dose of finesse to his familiar barrage of one fastball after 
another. 

“I’ve learned | don’t have to overpower everybody in 
the lineup,” explains the 32-year-old Guidry. “I've cut 
down on my velocity, plus | added to my pitches. And | 
learned to throw my fastball at different speeds.” 

What a combination it proved to be for Guidry in ‘82. 
He was so hot through the first half of ‘82 that compari- 
sons were being made with his phenomenal 25-3 cam- 
paign of 1978. “Every time out, I'm looking for a win,” 
explains Guidry. “All | want to do is continue to do my 
job. If | win the majority of my starts, | feel I've had a 
good season.” 

With his lifetime mark of 101-42, Guidry ranks among 
the greatest Yankee pitchers of all time. 


ROY SMALLEY 


On April 10th, 1982 a dream came true for Roy 
Frederick Smalley Ill. After spending 6 seasons playing for 
the Minnesota Twins mainly under his uncle, Manager 
Gene Mauch, Smalley became a member of the New 
York Yankees—the team he described as “the quintes- 
sence of Major League Baseball.” With that in mind, the 
30 year old native of Los Angeles joined his new team- 
mates in New York. 

For the first time in many years, the Yankees have 
found a shortstop who can hit homeruns. The record of 
15 homers in one season by a Yankee shortstop which 
was previously shared by Tom Tresh and Frank Crosetti, 
now belongs to Smalley. A switch-hitter, Roy hit 16 of 
his 20 homers in games he played at short. Additionally, 
Smalley hit 2 homers in one game 3 times last season, 
including September 5th when he hit one batting left- 
handed and one batting right-handed. Only 3 other 
Yankees in history have performed such a feat—Mickey 
Mantle, Roy White and Tom Tresh. 

A versatile fielder whose father, Roy Smalley Jr. was a 
National League infielder in the ‘50s, Smalley played 
both short and third for the Yankees last season. No mat- 
ter which position Billy Martin asks him to play in 1983 
Yankee fans can be sure that Roy Smalley will play it with 
the intensity and drive that motivates a perfectionist. 
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RICH GOSSAGE 


Awesome...

Hustle, hard work and a hundred percent of it. That’s 
what this 28-year-old outfielder, signed last winter by the figs 
Yankees as a free agent from the Chicago White Sox, 
brings to the Bronx. 

He’‘s also a proven RBI producer, a trait that should win 
him an immediate following at Yankee Stadium—as 
well as win the Yankees some important games. 

Last season, the former USC performer batted .297 
with 19 homers and 98 RBI for the White Sox, who play 
their home games in spacious Comiskey Park. Kemp fig- 
ures to do equally well—especially in the HR depart- 
ment—with an inviting right field porch in the Stadium 
welcoming his shots. 

Kemp, the first overall selection in the ‘76 free agent 
draft by the Detroit Tigers, spent only one season in the 
minors before joining the Bengals. 

Kemp's impressive statistics pale when compared to 
his crowd-pleasing, aggressive style of play. He’s a win- 
ner who never quits....never. 


BOB SHIRLEY 


Although he may be the least heralded of the Yankees’ 
quartet of starting lefties, Shirley deserves special notice. 
Based on his years with the Padres, Cardinals and Reds, 
this stocky fireball is a tough, tough competitor whose 
record should drastically improve with the Yankees. 

When Shirley is on the mound, he’s a 5-11, 185 pound 
bundle of tensity, squeezing everything he has into his 
work. His repertoire includes a “sneaky fast” fastball, plus 
a hard-breaking curves and slider, the kind that ought to 
bring him success in the American League. 

“I've only pitched in the National League before,” says 
the 28-year-old, “but I’m very happy to be pitching in 
yankee Stadium. This is a great park for lefthanders.” 

Anative of Oklahoma, Shirley helped steer the Univer- 
sity of Oklahoma to the College World Series twice dur- 
ing his college career. 
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OSCAR GAMBLE 


His homeruns are as long as ever. 

His ever present homerun threat makes the Yankees 
designated hitter spot one to be feared by opposing 
pitchers. In fact, 12 of Oscar's 18 1982 homeruns were hit 
as a DH. Additionally, he had 38 RBI and a .264 BA in that 
position. Combine the “Big O's” output with that of Lou 
Piniella (5 HR’s, 22 RBI, and a .334 BA), and the Yankees 
were never at a loss for offensive production from their 
designated hitters. 

#17 knows what his purpose is as a Bronx Bomber— 
he is their professional hit man. Oscar's lefthanded, low 
ball swing is perfectly suited to reach the short porch at 
the Stadium. His experience, his career spans parts of 
three decades, encompassing 14 years of service, with 
seven different teams, and skill in pressure situations will 
be a guiding force behind the 1983 Yankees, and their 
hope for a 23rd World Championship. 
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RUDY MAY 


His teammates refer to the affable southpaw as “E.T.”, 
but aside from the physical resemblance to the popular fF 
movie character, “E.T.” represents his “extra-tough” style 
to American League foes. 

In 1982, Rudy May saw success and injury, spent time 
in the majors and minors, started and relieved. Only a 
seasoned veteran, of outstanding ability, could adjust 
to such a campaign and have Rudy’s high degree of 
success. In Pinstripes Rudy posted a record of 6-6 with 
3 saves in 41 appearances and boasted a strike Out to 
walk ratio of better than 6 to 1. All this despite a sore left 
shoulder that landed him on the disabled list and a brief 
stint at Columbus. 

With 15 years experience, the Yankees look to Rudy 
May for both wit and wisdom. He knows the league, its 
hitters, and how to win. His value is enhanced ten fold 
by his control and versatility. So when Billy picks up the 
bullpen phone and calls out for a spot-start, long or 
short relief, “E.T.” will know he’s home. 
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A mountain of a man, this minor league legend has 
yet to prove himself at the highest level. But it’s a chal- 
lenge “Bones” is ready to face: 

“IT know this is an important season for me,” says this 
6-3, 225-pound first baseman/dh from Manchester, New 
Hampshire. “I think I’m ready for the majors.” 

As fans throughout the Yankees’ minor league system 
discovered the past six seasons, when Mr. Balboni con- 
nects—look out. Balboni means business every time he 
steps up to the dish and he’s left a trail of round-trippers 
from his stops in Fort Lauderdale (26 homers in 1979) 
Nashville (34 in ‘80) and Columbus (33 in ’81). 

Last season, his time was divided between the Clip- 
pers and the Yankees and he still led the International 
League with 32 homers. 

“IT know | can’t hit a homer every time up, in any 
league,” says the 26-year-old. “That's impossible. But 
when | do connect, | have a good chance of hitting 
one out of any stadium.” 
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GEORGE FRAZIER 


Once George Frazier settles in, he’s all business on the 
hill, throwing his hard stuff and a devastating drop-curve 
that paralyzes opposing hitters. 

Last year, the 6-5, 200 pound righthander put together 
a 4-4 record along with a 3.47 ERA in 111 innings, as 
he saw more action than any other Yankee reliever. But 
what's most valuable about Frazier is his willingness to 
take on any task without complaint. 

“| don't really care if | get a win,” says the 27-year-old 
who pitched at the University of Oklahoma with new 
Yankee teammate Bob Shirley. “If | do, fine. But as long as 
the Yankees win, that’s all | care about.” 

Frazier’s job usually demands that he hold the opposi- 
tion until the later innings—because that’s when Goose 
Gossage is summoned to record the save. “With Goose 
behind me, I’m much more secure,” says Frazier. “Il can 
challenge the hitters, give them everything I’ve got.” 
That's what George does with every appearance. 
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There’s no mistaking that Andre Robertson possesses 
a major league glove—his range, quickness and throw- 
ing arm easily qualify him for potential stardom as a 
shortstop. Plus, based on his growing maturity as a hitter, 
Robertson appears to have a very bright future with the 
Yankees. 

Last year, the wiry 5-10, 155 pounder with the Texas 
drawl split the season between Columbus and the Yan- 
kees, all the while impressing the Yankees with his skills. 
Now 25 years old, with four years of pro experience 
behind him, Andre hopes 1983 will be his year. “I know 
my glove work is fine,” he says. “And my stick-work is 
improving.” 

With his fielding rated at a near-perfect level, his 
hitting shouldn't be too far behind—thanks to the 
guidance of Yankees hitting coach Lou Piniella, who is 
working to turn Andre into a major league hitter, as well. 
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DOYLE ALEXANDER 


Don’t judge Doyle Alexander by his record of last sea- 
son. He didn’t report until late and then broke his right 
hand. But when he’s healthy, Alexander has proven a 
very dependable starter. He's a guy who rarely misses his 
turn and usually keeps his team in the game. Doyle is 
not a strikeout artist but is always around the plate and 
keeps opposing hitters off stride. He is one of only four 
pitchers to defeat all 26 major league teams. 

This is Alexander's second tour of duty with the 
Yankees. He was traded from Baltimore in 1976 in a multi 
player deal. Doyle was originally signed by the Los 
Angeles Dodgers in 1968 on the 44th round but saw 
only limited action with the big league club. He was 
traded to Baltimore in 1971 along with three other pros- 
pects in exchange for Hall of Famer Frank Robinson. 
Doyle also has pitched for Texas, Atlanta and San Fran- 
cisco. He was one of the top pitchers in baseball for the 
Giants in the strike shortened 1981 season, compiling an 
11-7 record and a 2.90 earned run average. 

If the Yankees are fighting for the divisional title in Sep- 
tember, they can’t do much better than give Doyle the 
ball. He was 17-4 in final weeks of three consecutive 
seasons from 1975 to 1977.

Ask Barry to describe himself as a ballplayer and he'll 
reply: “Utility man.” That kind of do-all, be-anything- 
and-be-thankful-about-it attitude heartens the Yankees 
whenever Evans’ name is mentioned. 

And that’s why Evans has gladly accepted his utility 
role. “I’m not gonna fool myself and say I'd like to play 
everyday for this team,” says the 27-year-old infielder. 
“That's just not gonna happen. But people like me can 
be valuable. I’ll do whatever they want me to do. And I'll 
always give 100 percent.” 

The 6-1, 180 pounder from Georgia spent the first 
seven years of his pro career with the San Diego Padres 
before being acquired by the Yankees. Last year, he hit 
.276 in 69 games for Columbus, which earned him a 
late-season promotion to the big club because of injuries 
to starting infielders Willie Randolph and Graig Nettles. 

“When you're the kind of player | am,” he says, “you 
feel lucky that the Yankees want you around. But you've 
always got to deliver when called upon. That’s what 
makes a good utility player.” 
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ROGER ERICKSON 


For Roger Erickson, 1983 will be his first full season in 
Pinstripes. Prior to his being traded to the Yankees on 
May 12, 1982 with catcher Butch Wynegar, all Roger's 
experience had been with the Minnesota Twins organi- 
zation. 

After coming to the Yankees, he compiled a record of 
4-5 with one save—that save was the first of his ma- 
jor league career. Add the 4-3 record he brought from 
the Twins, and Roger had his first .500 season since his 
rookie year in 1978. '82 was cut short for Roger when 
on August 6 he was put on the disabled list where he 
stayed for the remainder of the season. 

Roger Farrell Erickson is ready to make his career the 
success the Yankees expect it to be. Good control and 
consistency are what he brought east, and these quali- 
ties are always welcome in the Bronx. An injury free 1983 
should be Mr. Erickson’s most successful of his major 
league career.

He may be only 22 years old, but this hard-hitting first 
baseman/outfielder has four pro seasons under his belt. 

One thing is 
for sure: Mattingly has ransacked pitchers at every level 
he’s played in—starting with Oneonta in 1979—and he 
can hit, hit, hit... 

The 6-0, 175-pounder ’82 season with Columbus, bat- 
ting .315, with ten homers and 75 RBI, which indicates 
the kind of consistent hitter he’s been. 

Signed as a 19th round draft pick after his senior year 
at Evansville (Ind.) High School, Mattingly proceeded to 
rack up some impressive numbers.

Late in the 1980 season, Murray was set free by the Ex- 
pos.

If Gulden’s name seems familiar to you, it’s because 
he was thrust into the limelight after Thurman Munson’‘s 
tragic death midway through the ‘79 season. Under 
those difficult circumstances, Gulden acquited himself 
quite well. 

Gulden rejoins the Yankees 
strengthening an already- 
strong receiver corps. 


The self-described “lowa farm boy” brings with him 
a superb minor league record as a late-inning reliever in 
his four years as a Yankee farmhand. 

Last season, with Columbus, Kaufman compiled a 
5-3 mark, 3.67 ERA in 88.1 inning, along with ten saves. 
But what impressed the Yankees most was his strikeout- 
to-walk ratio (46 walks and 98 K’s). Overall, in his four 
seasons in the Yankee system, Kaufman has compiled 
arecord of 29-12, and he’s moved steadily upward.
